Personal Statement 


I have been a studio potter for 12 years firing a propane gas kiln 
to cone 10, about 2380F. Currently I am exploring the limits of wheel- 
thrown porcelain, thinning the walls towards translucency, refining the 
form, sometimes manipulating or altering the piece to accentuate that 
form. 


I like glazing these pieces simply, to emphasise edges or distortions 
and to create shadow areas on the"pot. I am intrigued v/ith curves ... 
the ones the potter throws that are the pot itself, the possibility of 
changing the curve within or at the edge of a piece, and the use of glazes 
to accent, repeat, or create curves again on the pot. 

I have been working with copper red because it so well emphasises form, 
and the process of searching for that elusive color has meant working more 
intensely and sensitively with the kiln firing itself. 

I have also been working with Surai brush and air brush especially on 
the flat, canvas-like surfaces of plates and platters. Here I have been 
moving from depicted, rather realistic landscapes towards softer feelings 
and moods. 

The variety of ways of working v/ith clay presents continual challenges 
(and sometimes a few frustrations). From throwing and forming the 
piece until its final loading into the glaze kiln, each pot passes 
through the studio process until weeks of v/ork and anticipation mix 
with the flames — unquestionably an exciting way of life and work.
